Scotland Yard 


Sir Basil Thompson, I notice, in. his 
history of Scotland Yard, just published, 
emphasises the part which Irishmen have 
taken in the administration of London's 
famous 4etective headquarters and the 
influence of Irish political movements, 
especially Fenianism, in the development 
of the Yard’s most important activities. 


Jt is a faet, which 1 do not think Sir 


Basil mentions, that the Special Branch, 
or political division, for 
purposes, hed its origin in 
measures taken against Fenianism, par- 
ticularly in its dynamiting phase. It is 
true that ial Branch was not 
formally established until the first decade 
of this century, but when Fenian scares 
were at their height in the last quarter 
of last century special precantionary 
measures were taken to protect the lives 
of English Roval personages and Cabine 
Ministers, and picked men were detailed 
off for this duty from 1883. This service 
developed afterwards into the Special 
Branch, one of the founders of which 
was an Irishman, Superintendent John 
McCarthy. i 

As Sir Basil notes. many of the Special] 
Branch’s most efficient men were frish- 
men, both in the days of Fenianism and 
during and after the World War. One >t 
them was Sergeant MacLaughlin, who was 
Lord Kitchener’s personal guard on the 
ill-fated Hampshire. Another was Super- 
intendent McBrien, who was Sir Basil’s 
right-hand man in the Sinn Fein period. 
and an acouaintance of mine has given 
me a vivid account of Superintendent 
McBrien’s cross-examination of an Irish 


political prisoner in the famous question- 


ing chair in which Sir Basil seated so 
many German spies and suspects. My 
acquaintance says his host did not share 
his tea with his guest, but, to make up 
for this remissness, ah. | ins 
treated him to a weleome bottle of 
Guinness in one of the cells. Ge heMeves 
that in reeent. years most of fhe Trich-born 
S.B. men have been retired, presumably 
because their special Irish knowledge is 
no longer required.

“The Nude”

ENATZY won the Gordon Bennett race 
in this country. It was his only im- 
portant racing success, though he held the 
world’s speed record on occasions. 
Apparently he was usually to be found 
in cars of unorth 
perimental machines. He had a red beard, 
and is suid to have presented a fearsome 
appearance when driving a Tracing car, 
He was known as the “Red Devil,’ 
though away from a racing car he was 
a very mild man. 

The winning speed of the Irish Gordon 
Bennett was 49.2 m.p.h. 8. F. Edge, in 
winning the 1902 race, held between Paris 
and Innsbruck, averaged 36.1 m.p.h., 
which was slower by 1.2 m.p.h, than 
Girardot in a Pannaard had averaged in 
winning the 1901 race, held in connection 
with the Paris-Bordeanux. 

In the Irish race Edge was eliminated 
by tyre trouble; Jarrott had a good. 
hearty crash when his steering broke; and 
Stocks wrecked his front wheels at Bally- 
moon Corner. 


Origin of the Race 
CONTROVERSY between a French- 


man and an American with regard 
to the merits of their respective cars led 
to Mr, Gordon Bennett presenting a cup 
for an international race, conditions to 
be framed by the Automobile Club de 
France. 

The first race, run between Paris and 
Lyons in 1900, was won by Charron in a 
Panhard at 38.6 m.p.h. The results of 
the 1901-3 races I have mentioned. The 
1904 race, run on a course at Homburg, 
in Germany, was won by Thery in a 
Georges-Richard-Brazier at 52.9 m.p.h., 
and in the next year, in France, the same 
driver repeated his success, this time at 
48.8 m.p-h. 

After that the Gordon Bennett race was 
succeeded by the Grand Prix. Now there 
are a dozen Grands Prix, and the original, 
the French, is falling upon evil days—at 
the mercy of Italy and Germany.

HE report of the A.C.U. Stewards, 
from which I Lave quoted, is in- 
cluded in a summary of T.T. results pub- 
lished by the Auto-Cycle Union at ls.

MEMEL, Sunday. 

1 oS G after dark to-night protesting 

crow were still besieging the 
seventy-six polling stations in the Memel 
district. They were unable to gain 
admittance because the people in front 
of them were taking so long to cast their 
votes. 

Harassed, but good-tempered, Lithuanian 
soldiers did their best to keep them back, 
but were often temporarily overpowered. 
Lithuanian officials, who appear to have 
done their best to make the unusual elec- 
tion system work, are dismayed at to-day’s 
breakdown in the organisation. 

An emergency meeting of the Cabinet 
in Kovno took place about noon after 
serious reports had been received from 
Memel. The Cabinet decided to amend the 
electoral law on the spot. They gave the 
Governor of Memel power to extend the 
election as long as might be necessary and 
put through an immediate telephone call 
to the Governor to this effect. | 

At three o'clock this afternoon it 
became known that the Governor had 
decreed that the polling stations should 
open again to-morrow from 8 a.m, until 
6 p.m. But it was several hours before 
this news could be communicated to the 
hordes of people besieging the polling 
stations, 


SEVEN HOURS’ WAIT 

People who had gone to the polls at 8 
o'clock this morning were still waiting out- 
side at á o'clock, When told they could 
come back to-morrow many of them refused 
to go away. 

Some of the Memellanders are distressed 
at the election hitch, but the majority of 
the Germans here are frankly delighted. 
They openly say: ‘‘ We told you the elec- 
tion was a farce, and now you can see it 
for yourself.”

Dublin. ‘Planning’ is not a direct concern 
of the Tribunal. In essence, however, as 
the Minister for Local Government 
observed at the first meeting, its members 
must keep the Town and Regional Plan- 
ning Act in the forefront of their minds. 
They cannot plan the city or the county, 
but, by wise decisions in regard to local 
boundaries and joint services, they can 
establish a framework of local government 
within which sane and far-sighted plan- 
ning will be rendered easy. In this 
respect we would. call the attention of 
readers to an article by a Special Cor- 
respondent which appears in our columns 
to-day. It is the third of a series, of which 


Wednesday and Friday last, and whose 
conclusion will be printed next Wednes- 
day. In these articles the present condi- 
tions of local government within the 
county are considered, and an alternative 
system 1s offered. Our readers will form 
their own judgment of its value. They 
will understand that, at the least, it 
co-ordinates the sadly scattered activities 
of County Dublin, that it replaces divided 


it substitutes a dynamic for a static 
system (without any sacrifice, we may 
add, of that democratic sentiment which 
means so much to our country), and, 
finally, that it provides a basis whereon 
the city of Dublin may expand without 
chaos. Some such re-arrangement is 
necessary before the planning of the 
capital can become a reality. 


We hope that the local authorities 
throughout all parts of the Free State are 
following the Tribunal’s proceedings with 
care, County Dublin, from every point of 
view, is the most important area in the 
country, and a greater need exists for care- 
ful planning there than in any other dis- 
trict. | Nevertheless, Dublin is not the 
Saorstát; and the same intelligent vision 
that is applied to-Dublin’s problems must 
be applied in like manner to those of the 
remaining twenty-five counties. Within 
the last few years the whole Free 
State has experienced well-nigh startling 
changes. The national economic policy 
has been turned topsy-turvy. Factories 
have sprung into being where no factories 
existed before; and sooner or later those 
factories will become the centre of new 
‘ colonies ” of workers, creating new civic 
problems. With the coming of the 
omnibus, areas which not so long ago were 
almost completely divorced from urban in- 
fluences have been opened up. The 
growth of a “tourist consciousness ” 
among the people of the Free State is 
creating a demand for new holiday resorts. 
All these things require that the subject of 
regional planning shall have a paramount 
importance for every man who loves his 
country. Other nations have realised for 
some time past, and the Free State is 
beginning to realise to-day, that planning 
is the opposite of chaos. Without it, what 
prospect confronts the Free State? Very 
sensibly her Government is anxious that 
there shall be no concentration of factories 
into the larger towns, but that they shall 
be spread large throughout the whole 
country, bringing employment to many 
centres. England suffered from such con- 
centration of industry into a very few areas 
—witness her “ black countries.” Yet, 
even in a policy of “' decentralisation ”’ 
there is danger—the danger that, instead 
of one or two “ black countries,” there 
shall be a dozen or twenty on a smaller 
black country,’’ in other words, 
wherever a large factory exists. That is 
one evil which must be obviated by careful 
planning, if the whole of se is not to 
suffer.

. there | seems to have. beet no. = 
reason for supposing that Great Britain 
was willing to take such a decisive step. 
Nevertheless, the story reflects the trend 
of feeling in London at the moment. 
Great Britain, having followed a policy 
of disarmament for many years, is finding 
now that her own defences have become 
dangerously weak, while those of other 
nations remdin strong. Her Navy, like 
her other services, has become inadequate ; 
but she is prevented by the terms of the 
Washington and London Treaties from 
bringing it up to the strength which she 
thinks necessary. She is not likely to 
denounce. them, but there is little doubt 
that she would welcome an alteration in 
their terms, and next year, when the treaties 


stress her claims. Since those treaties 
were signed, a great deal has happened 
to change Great Britain’s attitude towards 
them. They were intended to stop the 
race in battleship construction, and they 
could have attained that end if all the 
nations concerned had shown an equal 
willingness to observe them. The first 
complication, however, was provided by 
Japan, who, bent on securing greater 
power in the Pacific, began to demand a 
stronger fleet than that which she was 
allowed under the Washington Treaty ; 
and other complications followed. Great 
Britain herself has provided one; for the 
fact that she is willing to allow Germany 
to build up to 35 per cent. of her own 
naval strength may have an unsettling 
effect on the other signatories, especially 
on France. In any case, the naval agree- 
ments can be considered only as part of a 
general scheme for disarmament, and they 


| lose much of their significance mow that 


the general scheme has failed. Naval 
limitation, if it can exist at all, must be 
carried out in the light of recent develop 
ments, and certain things have happened 
lately which show that Great Britain’s 
comparative weakness on the sea could be 
a general menace. If there is one thing 
which is likely to stop Signor Mussolini 
from any over-enthusiastic policy in 
Africa, it is the thought of the British 
Navy; but he might not have gone to his 
present extreme if that Navy had been 
stronger. As Admiral Sir Roger Keyes 
pointed out yesterday in the Sunday 
Times, the London and the Washington 
Treaties have combined to place Great 
Britain in what might prove to be a very 
awkward position; and, even if they were 
abolished to-morrow, she would be. faced 
with enormous expenditure in order to 
bring her Navy back to the proper strength. 
It seems evident, however, that some steps 
must be taken soon to alter the situation. 


Speed Over the Sleepers ' 


The new Silver Jubilee “ streamlined ”’ 


express covered the 27 miles between the 
towns. of Hitchin and. Huntingdon, in 
England, at an average speed of 104.9 
miles an hour last Friday, and established 
a record unapproached by any train in 
the world. The new engine, the Silver 
Link, was drawing a load of 220 tons, and 
just failed to equal the world’s record of 
119.8 miles an hour, made by a German 
‘‘streamlined’’ engine, with a train 
weighing 200 tons, on the Berlin-Hamburg 
line last June. Although there are many 
people who question the value of motor 
car records, no one will deny the im- 
portance of the Silver Link’s performance. 
In the first place, it has shown ‘that coal 
is as satisfactory a fuel as heavy oil, and 
that there is no reason why Britain should 
abandon a home product in the search 
for greater efficiency on the railways. 
Secondly, it proves that the railways not 
yet are outmoded, but are capable of vast 
development. This remarkable train comes 
into regular service on the London- 
Newcastle line to-day; and will cover the 
268 miles at an average speed of 67.7 miles 
an hour. Thus business men in the North 
can reach London in four hours, and. 
what is more important, in comfort. On 
the trial run last Friday the train was 
composed of seven coaches, including two 
restaurant cars and a kitchen car, and it 
will operate between London and the 
North in this form. The springing is 
almost perfect, and only at speeds over a 
hundred miles an hour can any slight 
vibration or sway be felt. At all times, 
however, the train gives the impression of 
complete steadiness and safety. The Silver 
Jubilee train, indeed, is one of the most 
spectacular engineering feats ever seen in 
England, since it combines great speed

There is an impres- 
sion here that even at this late hour Signor 
Mussolini sees that it would be wiser to 
seek peace rather than war. 


A French Query 


A few weeks ago M. Laval, the b.-nch 
Premier, sent a Note to the British 
Government asking whether the state- 
ment of Sir Samuel Hoare at Geneva on 
collective. maintenance of the Covenant in 
its entirety would apply to events in 
Europe as well as those of Abyssinia. A 
reply has now been sent to the query, and 
it really consists of a reiteration of Sir 
Samuel Hoare’s speech, qualified by the

It is main- 
tained that British residents in the zone 
suffer financial burdens and are under 
legal disadvantages which can be adjusted.

and that, consequently, in cases where 
Article 16 applies the nature of the action 
ia pe to be taken under it may vary 
according to the circumstances of each 
particular case 

“ Your Government, as I am aware, 
already recognises these distinctions. And 
similarly in regard to Treaty obligations 
if is pertinent to recall that elasticity is a 
part of security and that every member of 
the League must recognise, as the 
Covenant itself recognises, that the worid 
is not ctatic. . .

AUSTRIA AND ITALY 


The conversation which Herr Hitler 

had with General Goemboes, the Hun- 
garian Premier, lasted two hours. In the 
afternoon General Goemboes received visits 
from the Austrian Minister and the 
Italian Ambassador. . 
These two visitors, Reuter learns, left 
under the impression that nothing would 
be undertaken here that might conflict 
with the interests of either Austria or 
Italy. 
At a military parade in an eastern 
suburb of Berlin to-day, Dr. Goebbels, the 
Minister of Propaganda, said that the 
coming winter, in view of the strained 
international situation, also confronted 
Germany with great political tasks. 
The Minister declared: ‘‘If we had 
been defenceless, no power on earth could 
have saved us from being dragged into the 
whirlpool of events. To-day, our self- 
chosen neutrality rests in the strength of 
the nation.”’ 


BUDAPEST DENIAL 


The Pester Lloyd, says a Budapest 
message, takes umbrage at what it regards 
as the fuss being made in Europe over the 
journeys sat of the Prime Minister, 
General Goemboes. 

A leading article declares that the 
Prime Minister's visits have not been un- 
dertaken with any specific concrete poli- 
tical purpose, but merely to strengthen 
cordial and friendly relations. The article 
emphasises that the reports of a tri- 
partite air agreement—Germany, Hun- 
gary, Poland—have been denied officially 
by Poland’s representative in Geneva. 
That such reports find credence in re- 
sponsible newspapers can only be due, it 
says, to the overheated political atmo- 
sphere which prevails throughout Enrope.

Tt is likely, however, that his speech 
will deal with the yp go of the Free 
State in the event of the League Council 
taking action in the Italian-Ethiopia 
dispute, Mr. de Valera’s speech at Geneva 
has been criticised severely in extreme 
Republican and U.I.P. quarters here as 
supporting the attitude of Great Britain, 
and he probably feels that it is advisable 
to clear up any misapprehensions that 
may have been engendered by the utter- 
ances of the left wing Republicans. 

Mr. Maurice Twomey, the head of the 
Republican movement, at a recent meeting 
in Dublin, said that President de Valera 
had no right to commit the Irish people 
to an international war at the heel of the 
British war machine, while Commandant

A statement attributed to Mr. de 
Valera in his party's organ, perhaps, 
shows something of what he is think- 
ing. Referring to the statement by 
Mr. Thomas, who expressed  satis- 
faction with the attitude taken up by the 
Dominions in support of Britain’s League 
policy, Mr. de Valera said: ‘‘ We are no 
more, and no less, behind England in this 
than we are behind Haiti or Panama. What 
we are standing for is the League of 
Nations. Our attitude has been, and will 
be, determined by our obligations in the 
Covenants, and by these alone,”’ 
No information could be secured in 
Government circles yesterday as to what 
form the President’s pronouncement was 
likely to take. The only matter made 
public was that he had sent a message by 
telephone to Mr. G. Boland; Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, asking that arrange- 
ments be made for the meeting in Ennis 
by Senator V. Honan. The President will 
broadcast an address from Athlone on 
Thursday night, but it is believed that he 
will keep the chief points of his speech for 
Ennis, where he has made several impor- 
tant speeches in the past.

WELL-KNOWN SURGEON 


AND DOCTOR INJURED

Struck by a motor car on the Bray road, 
near Stillorgan, on Saturday night, two 
Dublin practitioners were injured—one of 
them gravely—while the driver of the car 
has not yet been traced. 

The injured gentlemen are:—Mr. 
Seymour Heatley, F.R.C.S., of 1 Fitz- 
william place, Dublin, one of the best 
known of Dublin’s younger surgeons, who 
is associated with Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital ; and Dr. Frank Ryan, of Thomas 
street, Dublin.

DUBLIN

ROCEEDING upon the assumptions 
that water, drainage, transport and 
housing services have been assigned to a 
Joint Metropolitan Authority, with juris- 
dicetion over the entire city and county, 
and that other branches of public health 
and public assistance servites are to be 
administered by Dublin Corporation, by 
the extended Borough of Dun Laoghaire, 
by a North Dublin Borough (to include 
the present Urban District of Howth), and 
by the County Council, we may now turn 
to the consideration of desirable boundary 
adjustments. 


LOCAL AUTHORITY 
| SERVICES 


As indicating the nature and range of 
the duties which are proposed to be dis- 
charged by these four local bodies, it may 
be well at this point, while deferring more 
detailed reference, to name a few of the 
more important functions which are 
relevant to the determination of their 
future boundaries. Such functions, it is 
proposed, should include ire control of 
cleansing, public lighting, sanitary, 
veterinary, food and drugs, child welfare, 
school attendance and meals, supervision, 
and all other duties for which they are at 
present responsible—plus duties which are 
now discharged by Boards of Guardians 
and the County Board of Health—includ- 
ing the control of dispensaries, the distri- 
bution of home assistance, the selection of 
cases for county homes and public hos- 
pitals and ancillary branches of ameliora- 
tive legislation; all such medical and 
personal health services to be linked up 
he a Metropolitan Medical Officer of 
Health, with a deputy in each of the four 
local areas. 

Thus, the four local authorities—while 
relieved of the major physical services 
which make economic boundary restric- 
tions impossible—would have to assume 
duties not less varied and important than 
those which they discharge to-day. But, 
let it be noted, all duties of such a 
character as may be conveniently dis- 
charged by bodies with widely disparate 
areas, populations or social conditions; 
and, therefore, duties which render 
precise boundary lines of relatively minor 
importance.

Laoghaire to double its area, and substan- 
tially increase its population and valua- 
tion by taking in practicaily the whole 
semi-urbanised area which lies between the 
Harcourt street-to-Bray railway and the 
present borough boundary In the absence 
of joint services such a scheme would be 
open to very serious objections. The sug- 
gested railway boundary line would fail to 
conform to drainage contours, and—much 
more serious—would cripple the County 
Council’s financial ability to provide water 
sapply and a services in other semi- 
urban areas. Relieved of such physical 
jimitations, and bearing its fair share of 
outlays on joint services for the whole 
county, the Borough Council, it is sug- 
gested; might be disposed to modify its 
proposals by enlargement or otherwise. 


BRAY’S PECULIAR POSITION 


While the scheme of boundary extension 
prepared by Bray Urban Council does not 


.&ppear to fall strictly within the legal 


hb of the Tribunal, it involves issues 
irectly ‘relevant to Dublin Coanty boun- 
daries, in so far as 


pressing housing 
and other physical 


needs of the town 
clearly call for extensions south of 
the borders of County Wicklow. In 
particular it would seem to be desirable 
that, the two miles of Dublin coast-line, 
and its immediate hinterland, which lie 
between the boundary of Bray and the pro- 
sed new southern frontier of Dun 
oghaire, should be allocated to Bray. 
Such a readjustment of urban boundary 
may require changes in county frontiers 
like those which—some years ago—trans- 
fered Little Bray from County Dublin to 
County Wicklow. But the point which 


seems to be of immediate importance is 


that Bray Urban Council should appear 
and propound its scheme, having in view 
the possibility that the Tribunal’s report 
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may call for legislation net strictly con- 


fined to County blin. . 
A NORTH DUBLIN 
BOROUGH? 


Now we come to what may well prove 
to be the most difficult ingredient in the 
Tribunal’s inquiries. Evidence tendered 
eight years ago to the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission, and many subsequent develop- 


ments. have marked out the north coastal | 


area as Dublin’s most thorny problem in 
local administration. So formidable were 
the financial difficulties which presented 
themselves in 1930 that emergency provi- 
sions were inserted in the Greater Dublin 
Act (Section 98), which clearly contem- 
plated early changes in the administration 


of the area. These provisions enabled ' 


Howth Urban Council, at any time sub- 
sequent to April, 1931, to apply to. the 
Minister of Local Government for approval 


of a boundary extension scheme. Though | 


frequently discussed, no such scheme has 
been submitted; and the boundary line 
shown on the map, which appeared in last 
Friday’s Irish Times, is, therefore, a meTe 
portrayal of semi-official suggestions. 

Having regard to developments of recent 
years, and to further schemes ef urban 
development which are indicated on the 
accompanying map, it is now fairly evident 
that no mere extenston of Howth Urban 
District can prove adequate to the needs 
of a coastal area which—in spite of paucity 
of water, drainage, lighting and sanitary 
services—is rapidly becoming a main 
dormitory and health resort for citizens 
and visitors. So striking, indeed, are the 
evidences of increasing urbanisation of 
the whole coastal district from Howth 
to Skerries that the limitation of the 
proposed North Dublin Borough to Howth, 
Baldovle. Portmarnock and Malatide, and 
their hinterlands (as shown on our map), 
would seem to be a much too restricted 
provision. for urban developments which 
are already clearly indicated. 

As an alternative to the smaller area 
elineated there would seem to be suffi- 
ient grounds to justify the Tribunal im 
onsidering a new administrative area to 
xtend from Dollymount to Skerrtes and 
estwards, let us say, to the line of the 
ynain road frem Drumcondra to Skerries.

trative units, as outlined, would be fairly 


homogeneous in character—providing as 
far as possible for the peculiar nb Spe AH 
needs of urben, suburban and rural com- 


munities ; that the concentration of public 
health and public assistance functions 
under single local authorities (instead of 
being dissipated among Corporations, 
3oards of Health and Boards of Guardians 
and other composite bodies) would tend to 
lower the costs, and to improve the 
efficiency, of local administration; and 
that—by a. comparatively simple and 
Jogical adaptation of the machmery of 
administration—the responsibility for 
levying rates and for expenditure would be 
placed: directly on the shoulders of Iocal 
representatives.

“ANTI-WAR” MEETING 


A QUAKER’S VIEWS 


At an “anti-war” meeting in College 

Green, Dublin, yesterday morning Dr. 
Wigham, a member of the Society of Friends, 
said that the State or statesmen had no 
right to say that there should be war or that 
people should fight in it. The State had no 
right to take away a man’s moral obligations 
to do what was right. How could Christians 
kill one another if they were Christians? 
The Christian had no right to use the 
weapons of war against his fellow-man. 
Christ had said '“ Love your enemies.’ Had 
He meant that? lle had said: ‘ Forgive 
those who have offended you.' Those were 
the teachings of Christ and should be 
obeyed. 
Mr. Roddy Connolly, of the Republican 
Congress Party, who presided, said that the 
movement had a broad platform. The 
speakers’ views were solely their own, but 
they were all united on the principle of 
eace, 

Mr, Jack Carney, of the Workers’ Union 
of Ireland, said that the position under the 
existing system was that President de 
Valera could say: ‘‘Stand with the British 
against Italy,’’ and they would have no say 
in the matter. The only way to combat the 
propaganda used by the imperialists who 
wanted war was to unite ali the labour forces. 
They could say then: “Tí we go to war we 
shall dictate the terms.” 

Miss Rosamund Jacobs, Mr. Sean Murray, 
of the Communist Party, and Miss Cora 
Hughes, Republican Congress, also spoke.

MEDICAL TEST FOR 
WORKERS 


—F—— 
RAILWAY CRAFTSMEN'S 
OBJECTION 


A special meeting of the Engineering 
Trades Group in the Dublin Trade Union 
Council yesterday endorsed the decision of 
the individual unions to resist the proposed 
medical test for craftsmen in the employment 
of the Great Southern Railways. ; 

The meeting, which was attended by re- 
presentatives of about a dozen unions, took 
the line that medical tests for the construc- 
tronal workers in the omnibus, road, freight 
and cartage departments were unnecessary. 
It was felt that many of the presem em- 
ployés, while they are excellent tradesmen, 
would have their employment endangered by 
the application of such a test. Speakers 
pointed out that no other employer demanded 
that satisfactory workmen should also be 
physically perfect, and it was argued that in 
many trades the very nature of the workers’ 
een led to physical deterioration.

When work ceases to-night at Ferry- 
bank, on the northern side of the River 
Suir, the men who have been building a 
new landmark to both the waterside and 
the skyline of the city will have all but 
finished their task. For, although there 
are still a few minor finishing touches to 
be made, Waterford Flour Mills, the latest 
and most modern flour mills in the 
country, start production to-morrow morn- 
ing, October 1. 


20,000 TONS A YEAR 


No flourish of trumpets will herald the 
opening of the premises; for there is to 
be- no official opening ceremony, with 
attendant Ministers of State, parliamen- 
tary... big-wigs..and..local and other 
celebrities. Despite this lack of pageantry 
and pleasance on their natab day,. the 
mills are equipped to handle 20,000 tons 
of wheat per annum, and, to do so, turn 
out 15 sacks per hour, Each of these sacks 
weighs 280lb., and, since a flour mill works 
24 bis a day, the plant is destined to 
turn out over 2,000 2801b. sacks in a six- 
day ‘week—no small contribution to the 
Irish milling output, and one which will 
assist the Irish farmers very materially. 
I$ is hoped to find a market for all this 
output in the south-east corner of Ireland. 
The Capital of the company is £75,000, 
all of which has been subscribed from the 
Free State, and the directors are: Mr. A. 
Odlum, Portarlington (Chairman) ; T. W. 
H. Davies, Waterford; William 8S. Dowley, 
Carrick-on-Suir; Henry M. Hall, Dublin, 
and W. Claude Odlum, Naas. The mill 
management is in the hands of Mr. W. 
Bryan Nichols, who has spent virtually 
the whole of his extensive milling career in 
some of the best-known mills in Ireland. 


RIVER, RAIL AND ROAD 


The new mills consist of two main build- 
ings. One of these comprises the mill it- 
self and its attendant warehouse; the 
other is the silo, towering to a height of 
120 feet above the level of the. river and 
designed to hold 4,000 tons of wheat at a 
time, 

Both buildings have direct access to 
water, rail and road transport, so that the 
intake of the raw material from home and 
other markets, as well as the dispatch of 
the finished product, are carried out in 
the most efficient manner, and with the 
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largest tannery—that of Irish Tanners, 


‘enough to carry enormous weight.

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minimum of handling. Thus, grain ships 
of 7,000 tons burthen can discharge along- 
side the mill, while railway sidings run- 
ning into the mill yard, and the main 
road from Waterford to the south-east 
running past the gates, are there for in- 
take and output as well. 

Since Waterford is in the centre of one 
of the best wheat-growing districts in the 
Free State it will be seen that the direc- 
tors have chosen their site wisely and 
well. 

The company was registered two years 
ago, and immediately afterwards the work 
of construction was begun under the direc- 
tion of Mr. William Friel, M.LC.I.E., 
Waterford Harbour Engineer, The resi- 
dent engineer was Mr. S. Paris; 
A.M.I.C.E. 


PILING 


The initial stage of construction con- 
sisted in the provision of foundations 
strong enough to support not only a build- 
ing of great height and weight, but the 
weight of several thousand tons of wheat, 
which the silo would contain. 

In order to fulfil these requirements the 
services of Messrs. Peter Lind and Com- 
pany, of London and Cork, were brought 
to the problem of providing foundations 
which would be alongside deep water 
berthage and, at the same time, be strong 
Both 
needs were carried out to the entire 
satisfaction of the engineers in charge, 
and, as a result, vessels drawing up to 
thirty feet of water can now come along- 
side the huge building constructed on 
Messrs. Lind’s piling. 


THE MILL 
The erection of the new mill, wheat silo 
and warehouse, and the complete } 


machinery equipment have been carried out 
by Henry Simon, Ltd., the famous English 
flour mill engineers of Cheadle Heath, 
Stockport, who have been responsible for 
the equipment of a large number of the 
Irish mills. The installation of the 
machinery was carried out by local labour, 


under the direction of Mr. C. Ewen, 
Messrs. Simon’s chief mill erecting 
engineer. 


Long symmetrical lines of beautifully- 
finished machines, arranged in such a way 
that every machine is easily accessible, fill 
the mill house. Each floor of the mill 
building is lofty, light and airy, and is 
provided with big windows running the 
full length. The floors are covered with 
maple, and the walls and ceilings, as well 
as the steel work, are painted in white and 
blue. The whole effect is one of bright- 
ness and spaciousness.

traneous matter which may be mixed with 
the grain.

This wheat-cleaning plant is housed fh 
a separate section of the main mill build- 
ing. An interesting feature is that the 
whole plant is of metal, not only the 
machines, but all spouts, elevators, 
veyors and air trunking are of steel. 
not only makes for cleanliness, but alsó 
greatly reduves the fire risk. 7 


LOADING 


The facilities provided for loading out 
the finished products have been designed 
}to ensure rapidity of despatch and the’ 
reduction ot handling to a miniman. 
Spiral chutes are arranged in the ware- 
house to bring the sacks from any floor 
to the loading-out points for delivery to 
railway waggons, road vehicles or barges. 
For loading barges the sacks are trans 
ferrred to a belt conveyor arranged on : 
concrete jetty, and thence to a covere( 
chute. which is adjustable for height, sc 
that barges can be loaded at any state oi 
the tide. Railway waggons are. loaded 
from a two-way sack chute in the mill
